Charlie J o nes Co nfesses to the 
Sho o ting o f J o hn J ackso n. 


WASN’T PREM EDITATED, 


Officer Plant, o f the Katy , Returns 
fro m Ho lden—Officer J ack­ 
so n’s Co nditio n, 


Secret Serv ice Officer R . Plant, 
of the M ., K. & T., is spending 
the day here, a gu est at 
Hotel 
Hu ckins, and will leav e for his 
home at Parsons 
tonight. 
lie 
came in last night from Holden, 
where, y esterday afternoon, he ob­ 
tained from 
Charlie Jones, alias 
Pickering, a detailed confession of 
his complicity in the holding u p of 
the Missou ri Pacihc station agent 
at Independence, the robbing of 
the Pittsv ille 
postoffice • and the 
shooting of Officer John Jackson, 
of this city . 
Officer Plant secu red a pictu re of 
Jones, and also of 
the Bu rgess 
hou se of prostitu tion in Holden, 
from the rear door of which Jac k ­ 
son was shot. 
“ W e d idn’t hav e mu ch trou ble 
in getting Jones to confess to the 
Independence and 
Pittsv ille af­ 
fairs,” said Mr. Plant, “ bu t his 
admission of hav ing shot Jackson 
was only obtained after a rigid ex ­ 
amination and cross-ex amination. 
“ He finally confessed that he 
shot Jackson, bu t maintained that 
he did not do so premeditatedly . 
H e and his partwer, whom he say s 
he knew only as Henry Shores, bu t 
who is better known here as Geo. 
Riley , were in the Bu rgess bagnio 
when the officers su rrou nded the 
place and demanded that the in­ 
mates su rrender. 
Jones’ story of 
w hat followed is giv en in his own 
langu age : 


“ H ju mped u p and pu t on my 
pantaloons and socks, 
and was 
holding my coat and shoes in my 
hand. 
W hen H enry tried to get 
ou t we were all in the back room, 
I think, ex cept Miss Em m a and 
Jess. 
There was my self, Henry , 
old Mrs. Bu rgess in bed, John Bu r­ 
gess and a little boy . 
“ ‘W hen H enry started to go 
ou t someone told him to get back 
from the ou tside. 
H enry had his 
gu n in his hand and I had mine 
ready to shoot. 
“ ‘W hen Henry came back in 
he jerked the door wide open and 
I ju mped ou t and fired as I ju mped. 
“ ‘I did not intend to hit any ­ 
one, bu t wanted to get away and 
took my chances. 
“ T gu ess I fired two or three 
shots, bu t I did not know that I 
had hit any body and did not find it 
ou t u ntil this morning. 
“ ‘I fired the shots rapidly , ru n­ 
ning as I fired. 
W hen I fired the 
second time I was abou t opposite 
the kitchen. 
I fired straight ahead 
as I ran toward the railroad tracks. 
“ ‘I followed the railroad tracks 
for abou t three miles from the 
town and left the railroad at a 
stretch of timber, going into tiie 
fields. 
“ ‘I think there was one shot 
fired before I left the Bu rgess hou se, 
from the ou tside. 
I know it was 
not fired from the inside. 
“ 
hen I left the railroad tracks 
I went into the cou ntry and stay ed 
M onday night at a farm hou se. 
I 
left that place and reached old man 
E aston’s abou t 5 o’clock Tu esday 
ev ening, and remained there u ntil 
I was captu red. 5 >> 


O ftcer Plant does not believ e 
that Jones had any connection 
w ith the holding u p of Missou ri 
Pacific 
sleeping 
cao 
w est o f K ansas City the nig ht 


of Jan. 9, as was at first thou ght 
by many . 
The prisoner say s that neither 
he nor Shores had arranged to 
hold-u p a Missou ri Pacific train 
last Su nday night or any other 
night, and he maintains that the 
man and the woman who gav e the 
tip to the company officials here 
had no fou ndation whatev er for 
their statements. 
Jones was taken back to War- 
rensbu rg last night, and the John­ 
son cou nty au thorities want to 
prosecu te 
him 
for the Jackson 
shooting, 
while the gov ernment 
wants him for the Pittsv ille affair 
and Jackson cou nty for the Inde­ 
pendence 
hold-u p. 
Between the 
three it is almost certain that Jones 
will not hav e an opportu nity to 
tu rn another trick for sev eral y ears. 


Officer Jackson is still holding 
his own in the battle for life. 
He 
is not any better today than he 
was y esterday , bu t he is not any 
worse. 
He was drowsy a good 
portion of the forenoon, bu t has 
not been other than rational. 
No 
material change 
either way is 
looked for within the nex t thirty - 
six hou rs. 
It is believ ed he will 
recov ^er, bu t if inflammation shou ld 
set in the chances wou ld be against 
him. 
Dr. Cowan stated todav that 
Jackson had not carried a rev olv er 
since he left the police force, ex ­ 
cept on special occasions. 
He 
wou ld roam arou nd the M., K. & 
T. y ards at all hou rs of the night, 
ordering bu ms from cars, and his 
only weapon of defense was a stou t 
clu b that he alway s carried. 
He 
had no fear of any thing, and that 
he escaped being assau lted some 
time while in the performance ' oi 
his du ty is almost a miracle. 
The Holden Enterprise of last 
afternoon say s : Jones was brou ght 
here at noon by Sheriff Lear, D ep­ 
u ty Morrison and Attorney Nick 
Bradley . 
He ev idently knew the 
history of some of the Eastins, 
where he was captu red. 
One of the Eastin boy s was sent 
to the “ pen” three y ears ago for 
attem pting 
a holdu p near Chil- 
howee. 
Ev idently Jones is the 
man seen near there Monday . 
He 
still wore the black coat and cor­ 
du roy pants and the new shoes 
bou ght of T. H. Miller. 
They 
were identified by G R . Johnson. 
Oscar Kendell, aged abou t iS 
y ears, 
a y ellow boy who does 
chores for “ G randm a” Bu rgess’ 
div e, recognized Jones, and say s 
he is the man who stopped there 
last Satu rday with Riley and said 
he was going qu ail hu nting. 
Jones is abou t 30 y ears old, 5 
feet 9 f inches high 
and 
v ery 
straight; black hair, sandy mu s­ 
tache 
and 
weighs 
abou t 
16 0 
pou nds. 
George 
Riley , 
alias 
Henry 
Shores, one of the train robbers 
captu red at Holden, was sent to 
the penitentiary from this cou nty 
abou t fiv e y ears ago, say s the Clin­ 
ton Democrat. 
It will be remembered tliat he 
posed as a wealthy capitalist and 
bargained to bu y a fine farm in 
this cou nty . 
He finally borrowed 
a horse of the owner of the land 
and fled across the Johnson cou nty 
line, being captu red 
by Sheriff 
Bennett. 
While he'was awaiting trial he 
was identified as being wanted in 
Sedalia for feloniou s assau lt. 
He 
sex v ed a term in the pen for each 
offense.

W as h i n g t o n , D. C., Feb. 2. 
The president and cabinet hav e 
giv en v ery thorou gh consideration 
to the Kentu cky situ ation. 
A de­ 
cision as to the cou rse of the ad­ 
ministration has been reached, and 
it will stand u nless there shall be 
some u nlooked-for 
and 
radical 
change in conditions. 
“ Until circu mstances shall make 
it absolu tely necessary , the presi­ 
dent will not interfere and ex er­ 
cise federal au thority .” 
This was the conclu sion of the 
conference y esterday , as stated by 
a member of the administration. 
H ow long it can be maintained 
will depend u pon dev elopments. 
Bu t it is the opinion of the presi­ 
dent that the immediate situ ation 
does not call for any action on the 
part of the general gov ernment..

T h e cry of fire caused the wildest 
alarm am ong the pupils, and but 
for the coolness ot the sisters and

O n ly a fe w of the ch il­ 
dren w ere injured. 
T h e fire spread so rapidly that a 
general alarm w as turned in ,b rin g ­ 
ing every engine in the city to the 
vicin ity of the fire. \ T he fire is 
supposed to have originated in the 
basement and to have been caused 
by an overheated furnace.
